CLAIMS 



What is claimed is: 

1 . A pedestal defined zero throat write head comprising: 
a first pole having a pedestal, the pedestal induing a notch, the pedestal having a 

front and a back; 

a second pole; 

a gap separating the pedestal of the first iiole from a portion of the second pole, the 
gap having a first portion and a second portioii, the first portion of the gap being in 
proximity to front of the pedestal, the secom portion of the gap being in proximity to the 
back of the pedestal, the first portion of Jne gap being thinner than the second portion of the 
gap. 

2. The pedestal defined zero throat write head of claim 1 wherein the first pole 
further includes a top along th9^gap, the top of the first pole being recessed along the second 
portion of the gap. 

3. The pedestal defined zero throat write head of claim 1 wherein the second 
pole includes a bottony interface along the gap, the bottom of the second pole being recessed 
along the second ponion of the gap. 

4. The pedestal defined zero throat write head of claim 1 wherein the first pole . 
ftirther include/ a top along the gap and the second pole includes a bottom along the gap, the 
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top of the first pole and the bottom of the second pole being recessed aWhe second portion 
of the gap. / 

5. The pedestal defined zero throat write head of daim 4 wherein the notch has 
a first height near the front of the pedestal and a second heignt near the back of the pedestal, 
the second height being less than the first height. / 

6. The pedestal defined zero throat write head of claim 4 wherein the notch has 
a first width near the front of the pedestal and a second width near the back of the pedestal, 
the first width being less than the second width. / 

7. A method for providing pedestafl defined zero throat write head comprising 
the steps of: / 

(a) providing a first pole havirfg a pedestal, the pedestal having a fi*ont and a 
back; / 

(b) providing a gap above/the pedestal, the gap having a first portion and a 
second portion, the first portion of the gap being in proximity to front of the pedestal, the 
second portion of the gap being in proximity to the back of the pedestal, the first portion of 
the gap being thinner than the /econd portion of the gap; 

' (c) providing a second pole, the gap separating the pedestal of the first pole and a 
portion of the second pole{ and 

(d) etching amotch in the pedestal of the first pole. 
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8. The method of claim 7 wherein the step of providing the (c) further 
includes the steps of: 

(c 1 ) etching a portion of the pedestal in proximity to the bafck of the pedestal; 
(c2) providing the second portion of the gap on the portion of the pedestal; 
the first pole further includes a top along the gap, the top of the first pole being 
recessed along the second portion of the gap. 

9. The method of claim 7 wherein the second^ pole includes a bottom interface 
along the gap, the bottom of the second pole being recessed along the second portion of the 
gap. 



10. The method of claim 7 pedestal djefined zero throat write head of claim 1

wherein the gap providing step (c, 

(cl) etching a portion of the pedestal in proximity to the back of the pedestal so 
that the portion of the pedestal is recessed( 

(c2) providing the second portion of the gap on the portion of the pedestal; and 

(c3) etching a portion of the bottom of the second pole.

1 1 . The method of claims 7 wherein the notch has a first width at the front of the 
pedestal and a second width a/the back of the pedestal, the first width being less than the 
second width. 
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
